TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Saturday’s match will be the 42nd MLS regular-season meeting between the two teams and the 
61st meeting overall, including MLS Cup playoffs, U.S. Open Cup and SuperLiga meetings 

• Chicago leads the all-time regular-season series between the two teams, 18-14-9 ... in all meet¬ 
ings, Chicago holds a 28-22-10 edge in the series 

• The Revs are 4-10-6 on the road at Chicago and are winless (0-5-1) at Toyota Park in regular- 
season play since it opened in 2006 

• Saturday’s match is the second of three regular-season meetings between the two clubs this 
year... the Revs won the first meeting, 2-0, on June 2, at Gillette Stadium ... the teams will meet 
in Foxborough again on October 20 

• The Revs' 2-0 victory on June 2 against the Fire snapped New England’s 10 game regular- 
season winless streak (0-7-3) against Chicago, which dated back to October 6, 2007 

• Chicago won the 2011 regular-season series after defeating New England, 3-2, on Sept. 25 at 
Chicago, following a 1-1 draw on June 18, at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs’win in Chicago in SuperLiga 2010 remains the Revs’ first - and only - victory at 
Toyota Park since the stadium’s inaugural year in 2006 ... prior to the win, the Revs were 0-6-1 in 
their seven previous appearances at Toyota Park, and were outscored 14-2 in those matches 

• The Revs are a combined 3-9-4 in all competitions against the Fire since the start of the 
2008 season ... that record includes 10 regular-season games, four playoff matches and two 
SuperLiga games 

• In six different seasons since 2002, New England and Chicago have met at least five times per 
season (regular-season, playoffs, U.S. Open Cup, SuperLiga)... in 2007 and 2004, the clubs 
only played each other four times each ... the high came in 2006 when the teams met seven 
times - four times in the regular season, twice in the playoffs and once in the Open Cup 

• The Revs and Fire have met in seven of the last 10 postseasons (2002, 2003,2005, 2006,2007, 
2008,2009)... in total, the teams have met in the playoffs in eight seasons, all since 2000 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO 

• Ryan Guy is the team’s active leading scorer against Chicago with two goals in two appearances 
against the Fire ... Guy recorded two stoppage-time goals at Chicago on Sept. 25, 2011 

• Kelyn Rowe has recorded one goal and one assist against Chicago, both coming on June 2, 
2012 

• Benny Feilhaber also recorded a goal and an assist in the 2-0 victory against the Fire when the 
teams last met on June 2,2012 

• Matt Reis is the Revolution’s all-time wins leader against the Fire with eight, while he has 
posted a 1.42 goals against average and six shutouts ... Reis also has three career postseason 
shutouts in seven appearances against Chicago 

• Diego Fagundez recorded his first career assist on Ryan Guy’s second goal against Chicago on 
Sept. 25,2011 

LAST MEETING 

Chicago 0 at New England 2 

June 2,2012 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Benny Feilhaber and Kelyn Rowe each scored one goal and assisted on the other as the New England 
Revolution claimed a 2-0 win over the Chicago Fire at rain-soaked Gillette Stadium. Revolution 
goalkeeper Matt Reis made three saves to guide New England to its second shutout of the season. The 
victory was the Revolution’s first regular-season triumph over the Fire since May 6,2007, snapping a 
10-game winless run (0-7-3) in the series.

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


A NEW ERA AGAINST CHICAGO 

With a 2-0 victory against Chicago on June 2, the Revs snapped a 10-game regular-season 
winless streak (0-7-3) against the Fire, which dated back to October 6, 2007 ... a win this 
weekend in the Windy City would give the Revs back-to-back wins against the Fire for the first 
time since 2005 ... that year, the Revs shut out Chicago twice in wins on April 27 (3-0) and 
May 7 (2-0). 

TIME FOR TOYOTA PARK TAMING 

The Revs travel to Chicago seeking their first-ever regular-season victory at Toyota Park ... 
since Chicago’s new home opened in 2006, the Revs are winless (0-5-1) at Toyota Park in 
regular-season play ... the Revs managed a 1-0 win in Chicago during SuperLiga 2010, but 
since then, the team has dropped its last two regular-season road matches against the Fire. 

LOOKING TO LEAVE STADIUM WITH A VICTORY 

The Revs are winless (0-5-1) in the regular season at Toyota Park in six all-time meetings 
... the Fire's stadium is one of three road venues built in the last decade in which the Revs 
remain winless after at least five matches:

ROAD TEST AGAINST EASTERN CONFERENCE RIVAL 

Saturday’s match in Chicago opens a brief stretch of back-to-back road games against East¬ 
ern Conference opponents ... while the Revs have picked up points in four of their eight home 
matches against the East, the team is 0-5-2 on the road within the conference ... following 
Saturday’s match at Chicago, the team will head to Columbus to face the Crew on August 25 
before returning home for a three-game home stand beginning on August 29. 

JERRY RETURNS AND GETS THE START 

Following a three-week stint with the Honduran Olympic Team as one of its over-age players, 
Jerry Bengtson returned to the Revolution late last week after coming home from London 
via Honduras to complete some immigration paperwork ... in his first Revolution appearance 
since July 14, Bengtson made his first career MLS start on Sunday against Montreal, playing 
62 minutes ... in London, Bengtson started four matches and recorded three goals for Hondu¬ 
ras ... Bengtson has recorded one goal in three appearances for the Revs. 

...BUT HE'S OFF AGAIN 

Jerry Bengtson had a brief stay in Foxborough after returning from London (via Honduras), as 
he departed Monday morning for Miami where he met up with the Honduras National Team for 
its exhibition against Argentine club power Boca Juniors on Wednesday ... he was expected 
to return to Foxborough on Thursday following the game and be available for selection on 
Saturday at Chicago ... Bengtson has 22 caps for Honduras, scoring eight goals with the 
senior team. 

WINLESS STREAK HITS SIX 

Sunday’s 1-0 loss to Montreal at home extended the Revs’ winless streak to six games (0-5- 
1), which began on July 14 against Toronto ... the winless streak is the team’s longest of the 
season and its first such streak since a six-game winless streak (0-5-1) in the final six matches 
of the 2011 season ... all five losses in the current stretch - including the team’s last three 
results - have been by one goal. 

REVS HELD SCORLESS AGAIN 

On Sunday against Montreal, the Revs were shut out for the ninth time this season, and for 
the second consecutive game ... the attacking shutout was also the third time in four games ... 
with 11 games remaining in the season, the Revs are one shutout shy of their season total in 
2011, when the Revs were held scoreless 10 times. 

APPROACHING RECORD ATTACKING SHUTOUT NUMBERS 

With a 1-0 loss on Sunday to Montreal, the Revs have been shut out nine times through 23 
games this season ... the team is approaching the club record for attacking shutouts in a sea¬ 
son (11) which was set in 2010 ... the Revs were held scoreless 10 times in a single season 
during three campaigns: 2011,1999 and 1997. 

SUMMER SCORING SLUMP 

After starting the summer months on a scorching scoring surge, the team has cooled off and 
struggled to score in recent games ... in the five games between June 2 to July 8, the Revs 
averaged 1.60 goals per game, with four multi-goal games ... however, in the last six matches, 
the team has scored just two goals - averaging 0.33 goals per game - and have been shut 
out four times. 


GOAL-SCORING SHORTAGE 

The Revs enter Saturday’s game in Chicago riding a 258-minutes scoreless streak ... the 
team has not scored since Saer Sene’s 12th-minute strike on July 29 at Philadelphia ... the 
current scoreless streak is the eighth-longest in MLS this season and the lOth-longest in club 
history ... the club record for consecutive scoreless minutes (361) was set in parts of five 
games from May 1 to May 29,1999. 

SHOT NUMBERS IN WINLESS STRETCH 

The Revs have scored just two goals in the team’s six-game winless streak ... despite the 
low scoring totals in that span, the team has been shooting more - averaging 13.83 shots per 
game - an increase over the team’s season average (12.94 shots per game)... however, while 
the team is shooting more, they are finding the target on fewer occasions ... the Revs are 
second in MLS in shots on goal with 128, but in the last six games, the Revs have averaged 
3.67 shots on goal - almost two-and-a-half shots on goal fewer per game than the team’s 
season average (6.11 shots on goal per game). 

BOGGS RETIRES 

On Friday, August 10, third-year midfielder Zak Boggs retired in order to accept a Fulbright 
Scholarship to study medical sciences at England’s Leicester University, beginning this fall... 
Boggs, 25, was originally drafted in the second round (31st overall) in the 2010 MLS Super- 
Draft ... Boggs made 29 appearances, scoring two goals and adding one assist... after suffer¬ 
ing a severe ankle sprain in February, he was placed on the DL and did not make a first-team 
appearance this season before he retired ... since the fall of 2010, he has been volunteering 
afternoons at Dr. Marsha Moses’ cancer research lab at Boston Children’s Hospital, and he 
won the 2011 MLS W.O.R.K.S. Humanitarian of the Year award. 

REIS WEARS THE ARMBAND... 

Last Sunday against Montreal, Matt Reis wore the captain’s armband for the third time this 
season ... Clyde Simms had previously been made match captain in five out of the iast six 
matches ... Sunday’s match marked the frst time since June 23 at Toronto that Reis was the 
team’s field captain. 

... BUT HEAPS WANTS A TEAM FULL OF LEADERS 

Matt Reis and Clyde Simms have split match captain duties in the two games since the depar¬ 
ture of club captain Shalrie Joseph via trade to Chivas USA... Jay Heaps will name captains 
on a game-by-game basis as he told the Boston Globe, “Just the fact Shalrie was captain for 
so long, naming a captain is too far away right now”... continued Heaps, “We’li name captains 
for the game, but for now I want everyone to be ieaders in there, from young players to the 
senior piayers. Everyone has to be accountable and step forward where he led.” 

FINDING THEIR IDENTITY 

After a third straight defeat, veteran leader Clyde Simms was quick to note that the current 
skid has forced the team to once again find its identity... said Simms: “We’ve kind of decided 
to get our own identity and stick with it. And that’s how we’re going to get better”... continued 
Simms “I definitely think tonight was a step in the right direction we were honestly just unfortu¬ 
nate not to finish on our chances and they punished us on one of the few that they had.” 

HE’S THAT VERSATILE GUY 

In 13 appearances, including 11 starts, this season, Ryan Guy has become the team’s go-to 
utility player, having seen time at right wing (five starts), forward (four starts) central midfield 
(two starts), left midfield and right back... in 2011, his first season with the Revs, Guy made 
six starts and played left and right midfield with one brief late-game spell at right back. 

SOARES RETURNS 

A.J. Soares returned to the starting lineup on Sunday night against Montreal after missing his 
first match of the season - August 4 against Sporting Kansas City - with a hamstring injury, 
which he suffered at Phiiadelphia on Juiy 29 ... prior to the KC game, Soares was the only 
Revolution player to start all 21 matches, and was the team’s minutes leader. 

LEE JOINS THE GROUP OF IRON MEN 

Of the 27 Revs players who’ve appeared in a game this season, only four players have played 
at least 90 percent of the minutes ... A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have made 22 starts, with 
Soares missing the August 4 match with an injury and Tierney sitting out the season opener 
whiie serving a one-game suspension ... Matt Reis has piayed every minute of the 21 matches 
he’s started this year while Lee Nguyen has appeared in every game this year.

YOUNG GUYS GET A CHANCE UP TOP 

Jay Heaps has penciled 25-year old Saer Sene in the starting lineup at forward 17 times this 
season, but Heaps has also given some of the even younger players a chance to impress at 
forward ... the Revs youngest player, Diego Fagundez (17) has appeared in 10 games (includ¬ 
ing one start) and scored one goal... newcomer Dimitry Imbongo (22) has appeared in two 
of the last three games ... while second-year player Blake Brettschneider (23) has made nine 
starts (14 appearances) as a striker, recording two goals and an assist. 

LEFT SIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been (for the most part) locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris 
Tierney, respectively ... since the second game of the season and in all but three contests 
since (May 5 vs. COL, July 21 at SKC and July 29 at PHI) those two players have played in 
line down the left side ... in total, Nguyen and Tierney have started 21 games together. 

PLAYING OFF OF EACH OTHER 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has started 
21 games with each other... in fact, he’s started to let the world know what he thinks of 
Nguyen ... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted the following of his 
left-side partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but I must say @LeeN- 
guyen24 can do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin kid" - @christierney8 ... 
following the July 8 match against New York - in which Tierney assisted Nguyen for the game- 
winner - he said the following in his postgame comments, “I love playing with Lee ... He's as 
technical as you get in this league. He's been awesome for us all year and I think we have a 
good understanding of when one goes, one covers.” 

A LOOK AT THE LAST TWO SEASONS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year ago, 
and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps’ attacking mantra ... a look at the team compari¬ 
sons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 23 games - tells the story a team this 
year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

The Revs' standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top 'keep¬ 
ers for much of the last decade ... in his ninth season as the team’s primary netminder, 
but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from various 
surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 
off-season ... is the club's active leader in appearances (236), starts (235) and minutes 
played (21,162).... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (236), games started in goal (235), minutes played in goal (21,162), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (85), saves (933), shutouts (59) and save percentage (.722) ... 
recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland 
on March 24,2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became 
the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 matches for the club in the 2009 season 
opener against San Jose, while he became the seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 
60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th 
shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14,2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... 
established a new club record shutout streak by going 386 consecutive minutes without allow¬ 
ing a goal from July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 2007 and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a
